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THE  NEW  COLORADO  COLLEGE  PLAN 


The  New  Colorado  College  Plan  put  into  effect 
for  the  first  time  in  September,  1931,  is  primarily  an 
attempt  to  re-evaluate  the  aims  and  the  ideals  of  the 
small,  privately  endowed  liberal  arts  college;  to  re- 
store to  its  rightful  place  the  traditional  training  in 
the  arts  and  sciences;  to  improve  the  quality  of 
instruction  and  educational  service  through  the 
adoption  of  new  and  modern  methods. 

In  its  application  to  the  individual,   its  effect 
may   best   be   summed   up   in   the   phrase:      "Every 
Student  a  Special  Student."       But  to  this  perhaps 
Dean  Lovitt  there  should  be  added  a  corollary:     "Every  Member 

of  the  Faculty  the  Guide,  Counsellor  and  Friend  of  Each  Individual  Student." 
From  the  time  that  the  entering  student  sets  foot  upon  our  campus,  an 
attempt  is  made  by  members  of  the  Faculty  to  ascertain  his  chief  aptitudes 
and  interests  and  to  direct  and  assist  him  in  the  development  of  his  own  latent 
powers. 

The  first  two  years  of  the  college  course  have  been  reorganized  as  a  single 
unit — the  School  of  Arts  and  Sciences — and  a  new  degree,  "Associate  in  Arts," 
is  awarded  at  the  conclusion  of  this  period  to  all  who  have  satisfactorily  com- 
pleted their  work  up  to  that  point. 

At  the  opening  of  the  Junior  Year,  students  who  satisfactorily  meet  the 
entrance  requirements  are  admitted  to  one  of  three  advanced  schools:  the 
School  of  Natural  Sciences,  the  School  of  Social  Sciences,  the  School  of  Letters 
and  Fine  Arts.  The  Bachelor's  degree  is  awarded  upon  the  completion  of 
two  years  of  work  in  the  field  of  the  student's  choice,  culminating  in  a  compre- 
hensive examination  in  the  field  of  chief  interest;  the  Master's  degree  upon 
the  completion  of  an  additional  year  devoted  to  post-graduate  study. 
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THE  NEW  COLORADO  COLLEGE  PLAN 


Under  this  arrangement,  the  first  two  years  at 
Colorado  College  under  the  New  Plan  provide  the 
broad  basic  foundation  in  the  Liberal  Arts  and 
Sciences;  the  next  two  years  are  devoted  to  con- 
centration within  a  single  field;  a  fifth  year  may  be 
profitably  employed  in  specialization  in  a  single 
subject. 

Under  the  New  Plan,  the  normal  academic 
work  being  carried  by  a  student  is  four  courses  per 
year  for  the  four  undergraduate  years,  each  of  which 
is  designed  to  occupy  approximately  one-fourth  of 
the  student's  interest  and  effort.      It  is  anticipated  Dean  Fauteaux 

that  each  entering  student  will  endeavor  to  determine  at  the  outset  of  his 
college  career  which  of  the  three  advanced  schools  he  plans  to  enter.  He  will 
then  be  asked  to  pursue  one  subject  from  the  general  field  represented  by  the 
work  of  this  school  through  each  of  his  first  two  years  in  college  and  to  elect 
during  the  same  period  one  course  for  a  single  year  in  the  work  of  each  of  the 
other  two  schools.  The  remaining  four  courses  may  be  selected  on  the  basis 
of  his  interests  and  needs  from  anything  offered  by  the  School  of  Arts  and 
Sciences,  with  due  regard  for  the  specific  entrance  requirements  which  may  be 
set  for  admission  to  the  advanced  school  which  he  plans  to  enter. 

During  his  Junior  and  Senior  year,  a  student  at  Colorado  College  will 
hereafter  be  expected  to  elect  about  one-half  of  his  work,  ordinarily  four  of 
the  eight  courses,  from  the  subjects  taught  in  the  School  of  his  choice. 

The  New  Colorado  College  Plan  is  an  attempt  to  bring  together  into  a 
new  experimental  whole  the  various  successful  experiments  in  detail,  applicable 
and  suitable  to  a  college  of  our  tvpe.  It  is  the  first  plan  of  its  kind  in  a  purelv 
liberal  arts  college.

The    year    1931-32    proved    the 
most  successful  in  every  respect  in 
the    history    of    Koshare.       Eight 
major  bills  were  presented,   a  list 
of  which  will  be  found  at  the  end 
of   this   article.      Student  interest 
increased  greatly,  and  the  interest 
of   townspeople,    as   indicated    by 
their  attendance  at  the  perform- 
ances,   also    showed    marked    im- 
provement. 
The   year's   production   embraced   a   wide   variety   of   technique,    both   in 
characterization  and  in  stage  work.     Especially  was  there  a  highly  commendable 
improvement  in  stage  settings,  and  in  stage  craft  in  general,  due  to  improved 
equipment  in  Cogswell  Theatre,  and  knowledge  of  the  technical  crews. 

Most  outstanding  of  the  year's  production  was  the  "Black  Flamingo," 
which  was  greeted  by  enthusiasm  both  by  the  audience  and  the  company. 
Twenty-seven  people  were  maneuvered  on  Cogswell  Theatre's  tiny  stage,  dur- 
ing the  climactic  scene  in  the  third  act.  The  final  scene  of  the  second  act 
was  especially  well  done. 

"Anna  Christie,"  the  November  play,  was  full  of  technical  difficulties  of 
stage  craft  which  were  so  ably  surmounted  that  it  required  only  four  minutes  to 
change  the  sets  between  each  of  the  four  acts.

DEBATING 

Once  more  the  Colorado  College  debate  teams  have  demonstrated  their 
reasoning  and  fluency  before  a  large  number  and  a  great  variety  of  audiences. 
The  entire  squad  took  part  in  debates  in  the  Colorado  Conference  in  Boulder 
in  March.  A  number  of  home  debates  were  given  before  open-forum,  fra- 
ternal, and  luncheon-club  groups. 

Coach  Copeland  took  three  men  on  a  4000  mile  automobile  trip  during 
March  and  April.  Fourteen  debates  were  scheduled  on  questions  pertaining 
to  Centralized  Control  of  Industry,  Government  Control  of  Hydro-electric 
Power,  and  Prohibition.  The  Colorado  college  debaters  were  entertained  by 
teams  representing  some  of  the  best  colleges  and  universities  in  the  South. 
Because  the  "C.  C."  debaters  had  debated  in  all  other  parts  of  the  United 
.States  in  recent  years,  this  trip  was  limited  to  the  South-Central  States  and 
the  Old  South. 

The  men  who  made  the  long  trip  were  Roland  Anderson,  Arthur  Baylis, 
and  Alex  Daughtry.  Plans  are  already  being  made  for  a  debate  trip  for  the 
women  debaters  in  1932-33.  There  is  also  a  chance  that  Colorado  college 
debaters  may  entertain  a  team  from  Great  Britain  in  the  fall. 
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CHAPEL  CHOIR

exceed  sixty  voices.  Mr.  Frederick  Boothroyd,  the  organist  of  the  Chapel, 
was  secured  as  director. 

The  members  have  shown  a  great  deal  of  interest  and  enthusiasm  and 
they  as  well  as  Mr.  Boothroyd  should  be  commended  for  the  progress  they 
have  made  since  the  Choir  was  organized  in  September. 

Rehearsal  is  held  twice  a  week,  and  includes  voice  training,  short  lectures 
on  the  fundamentals  of  music,  and  lessons  in  harmony. 

The  Choir  sings  at  the  regular  Tuesday  Chapel  Services,  the  monthly 
Vesper  Services,  and  special  College  Communion  Services.  Attendance 
throughout  the  year  has  been  unusually  good. 

One  half  a  credit  is  given  for  two  years  regular  attendance  in  the  Choir. 

With  the  new  members  expected  in  the  fall,  the  balance  of  the  voices  will 
be  improved  and  we  will  have  the  finest  of  Chapel  Choirs.

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SUMMER  SCHOOL  OF  SURVEYING 


The  1931  Summer  School  of  Surveying  was  held  during  the  month  of 
June  under  the  supervision  of  Prof.  Frank  M.  Okey.  The  Summer  School  is 
held  each  June  at  Camp  Colorado  in  Manitou  Park,  eight  miles  north  of  Wood- 
land Park,  Colorado.  It  consists  of  about  10,000  acres,  a  gift  to  Colorado 
college  by  General  William  Jackson  Palmer  and  Dr.  W.  A.  Bell.  This  gave 
Colorado  college  the  distinction  of  being  one  of  the  few  schools  in  the  United 
States  owning  its  own  field  laboratory  for  surveying  and  forestry  work.  With 
the  discontinuation  of  the  School  of  Forestry  at  Colorado  college,  Camp 
Colorado  will  be  used  exclusively  by  the  Civil  Engineering  department  for 
surveying  work  during  the  summer  months. 

Twenty-five  students,  comprising  members  from  the  Civil,  Geology,  and 
Forestry  departments,  contributed  to  the  success  of  the  camp,  both  in  the 
quality  and  the  quantity  of  work  done.  This  work  consisted  of  plane  table 
surveying,  railway  surveying,  and  topographical  drafting.  The  office  work, 
done  at  night,  was  largely  of  drawing  maps  and  making  computations  from 
the  field  notes  of  the  day's  work.  Recreation  consisted  of  baseball,  horseshoes, 
hiking,  and  fishing.  Everything  combined  to  make  the  month  a  delightful 
one  as  well  as  educational.

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COACHING  STAFF 

COACH  WILLIAM   T.   VAN   DE  GRAAFF 

Coach  "Bully"  Van  de  Graaff  completed  this  year  his  sixth  season  as  head 
coach  and  director  of  athletics  at  Colorado  College.  The  fight  the  Bengals 
put  up  against  the  Army  and  the  tribute  paid  to  Van  de  Graaff  by  Army  in 
scheduling  the  game  bring  to  light  the  respect  that  "Bully"  has  gained  in  this 
conference  and  in  other  sections  of  the  country.  Being  handicapped  by  ex- 
tremely small  squads  and  green  material,  hardly  two  full  teams,  Van  de  Graaff 
has  built  up  elevens  that  have  been  feared  on  every  gridiron  in  the  Rocky 
Mountain  Conference.  The  Tigers  under  "Bully's"  tutorship  have  played  fast 
tricky  football  and  the  fight  that  he  has  instilled  in  the  team  has  made  them 

one  of  the  best  gate  drawers  in  the  conference. 

During  his  undergraduate  days  Van  de  Graaff 
played  tackle  for  the  "Crimson  Tide"  of  Alabama, 
receiving  Ail-American  selection  two  years.  After 
graduating  from  Alabama  with  a  Phi  Beta  key  he 
entered  the  United  States  Military  Academy  where 
he  played  three  years  in  a  tackle  berth  for  the  Army. 

After  serving  his  time  in  the  U.  S.  Army  he 
returned  to  Alabama  as  mentor  of  the  Freshman 
squad,  which  he  left  to  take  up  his  new  duties  at 
C.  C.  six  years  ago. 

COACH  JO   IRISH 

Coach  Jo  Irish  has  coached  the  Tiger  track 
squads  for  the  past  six  years.  In  this  time  he  has 
developed  several  conference  winners.  Jo  has  turned 
out  real  teams  and  during  the  past  three  years  his 
squads  have  lost  but  one  dual  meet  on  Washburn 
Field  in  nine  tries.

COACH  "DUTCH"  CLARK 

"Dutch,"  after  four  years  of  college  athletics  that  brought  him  fame  and 
honor,  returned  to  his  Alma  Mater  to  serve  as  head  basketball  and  baseball 
coach.  This  is  his  second  year  in  such  a  capacity.  Last  year  he  acted  as 
assistant  football  coach,  but  due  to  professional  football  this  year  Clark  was 
unable  to  be  here. 

While  playing  in  a  Tiger  uniform  "Dutch"  lettered  in  every  major  sport, 
twice  captained  the  basketball  squad,  captained  the  football  squad,  and  in  his 
junior  year  was  selected  All- American  quarterback  by  the  Associated  Press 
scribes.  "Dutch"  played  quarterback  in  the  Shriner's  East-West  game 
in  1930  in  San  Francisco  and  was  the  most  consistent  threat  on  the 
Westerner's  team.  Due  to  basketball  practice  in 
his  junior  year  he  was  unable  to  accept  an  invi- 
tation extended  to  him  then.  In  track  "Dutch" 
holds  the  National  A.  A.  U.  junior  hammer  throw 
championship,  and  participated  as  a  member  of 
the  Ail-American  track  squad  in  the  meet  held 
with  the  All-British  squad  in  Chicago  in  1930. 

After  graduating  from  C.  C,  Clark  played  one 
season  as  a  member  of  the  outfield  of  the  Pueblo 
Braves,  members  of  the  Western  Baseball  league. 
Last  fall  he  earned  additional  fame  in  professional 
football,  playing  with  the  Portsmouth,  O.,  team 
as  quarterback.  At  the  end  of  the  season  he  was 
the  league's  high  scorer  and  was  picked  as  quarter- 
back of  the  A.  P.  Ail-American  professional  team, 
the  greatest  honor  a  football  man  can  receive. 

COACH   HOWARD   WAITE 

Coach  Waite  came  to  Colorado  College  as 
trainer  and  gym  instructor.  After  a  lot  of  hard 
work  he  succeeded  in  reviving  wrestling,  a  long 
forgotten  sport  at  C.  C.  This  year  Waite  entered 
a  full  squad  in  the  conference  meet  at  Boulder  and 
placed  men  in  175  pound  and  heavyweight  divisions. 

He  came  from  the  University  of  Illinois  here 
after  serving  a  short  time  as  a  "Y"  director.  His 
other  duties  besides  acting  as  coach  of  the  wrestling 
squad  include  those  of  trainer,  head  equipment 
manager,   director  of  physical  education  for  men.  Waite

Buster  acted  as  head  line  eoaeh  during  the  football  season  and  developed  a  powerful  front 
wall.  He  graduated  from  the  University  of  Colorado  last  year  and  during  his  time  there,  was 
an  outstanding  football  man,  being  named  on  several  all-conference  selections  at  a  tackle  position 
his  last  two  years.

A  large  squad  answered  Coach  Clark's  first 
call  for  basketball,  among  which  were  seven  letter 
men  and  a  host  of  likely  freshman  prospects.  The 
squad  was  divided  into  two  groups  with  the  letter 
men  on  one  and  the  freshmen  hoopsters  on  the 
other.  The  "B"  squad  was  carried  through  until 
after  the  second  semester,  playing  games  with  out- 
side teams.  "Spic"  Spicer  had  charge  of  these  men. 

The  Black  and  Gold  quintet  met  their  first 
real  competition  during  the  Christmas  vacation 
when  they  played  a  two  game  series  with  Utah 
university,  1931  conference  champions,  losing  the 
first  game  45-28  and  taking  the  second,  35-25. 
Ryerson,  Glidden,  and  Sabo  were  the  outstanding 
men  in  these  games.  The  fast  Piggly  Wiggly 
MarTin  team  from  Denver,  came  to  the  Tiger  lair  for  the 

last  pre-conference  game.     The  "Pigs"  won  in  an  overtime  contest  32-29. 

The  Tigers  journeyed  to  Denver  for  their  first  conference  game,  trimming 
D.  U.  29-26.  The  two  teams  played  a  return  game  the  following  night  here, 
with  C.  C.  sending  the  Pioneer's  home  on  the  short  end  of  a  26-19  score.  The 
following  week  the  Tigers  played  a  game  with  the  Teachers  that  fans  will 
remember  for  years  to  come.  With  four  minutes  to  go  the  Tigers  held  a  one 
point  margin  that  gave  them  their  third  conference  victory  in  as  many  starts. 
Every  man  on  the  team  played  heads  up  ball  to  win  28-27. 

On  the  next  Wednesday  and  Thursday  the  Bengals  boosted  their  standing 
by  taking  the  Mountaineers  42-23  and  32-29.  Four  days  later  Coach  Clark's 
men  lost  their  first  game  to  the  Pedagogs  at  Greeley  by  a  22-17  score.  The 
game  was  hard  fought  and  the  score  stood  17-17  with  three  minutes  left. 

C.  C.  made  it  five  wins  and  one  loss  the  following  week  end  by  defeating 
the  Aggies  35-25  and  39-32.  "Rus"  Sabo  was  high  point  man  in  both  games 
adding  considerably  to  his  total.  The  Tigers  were  set  to  take  the  Cowboys 
the  next  week  at  Laramie.  The  Eastern  division  crown  rested  upon  the  out- 
come of  this  two  game  series.  The  Cowboys  won  the  first  night  33-21  in  a 
scoring  dual  between  Sabo  and  "Les"  Witte.  On  the  second  night  Witte  led 
the  "Plainsmen"  with  20  points  in  a  slaughter,  47-22. 

Returning  for  home  and  home  series  with  Colorado  Mines  the  Tigers 
bolstered  their  standings  on  the  conference  heap  by  winning  35-22  at  Golden 
and  36-22  the  next  night. 

The  traditional  series  with  Boulder  closed  the  conference  season.  Two 
wins  would  have  enabled  the  Tigers  to  end  the  season  in  undisputed  possession 
of  the  runners-up  position.  State  won  the  first  game  33-31  in  two  overtime 
periods.  The  Tigers  were  in  the  lead  25-12  at  the  halftime,  but  were  able  to 
score  only  six  points  in  the  final  30  minutes.  The  squad  snapped  out  of  it 
before  a  home  crowd  the  following  night  to  end  the  season  with  a  25-19  win. 
The  Bengals  ended  the  season  in  a  tie  with  Teachers,  with  10  wins  and 
four  losses.  Wyoming  claimed  undisputed  first  place  with  12  wins  in  as 
many  starts.  Day,  by  his  aggressiveness,  was  a  favorite  with  the  fans,  and 
Livingston  paired  well  with  him.
